which was greeted with cheers and 
prolonged applause.

It was then learned that Columbiana 
had finished the caucus work and had 
already adjourned to the convention 
hall at the opera house.

An ordinance placing restrictions on 
the saloon business was presented to 
council last evening. 
It was referred

While the mayor does not feel satis­

The section 
submitted by him and included in the 
ordinance is looked upon as a weak 
one. As has been previously stated it 
prohibits a wine room, such wine room 
meaning a room or place adjoining a 
place where Intoxicating liquors are 
sold. This, It Is held, gives nearly ev­ 
ery saloontst In the city a loophole that 
may permit him to continue running 
wine rooms.

The child 
lay ill in the miserable shanty that 
hardly affords shelter from tbehe ele­ 
ments for more than three weeks with 
typhoid fever complicated with pneu­ 
monia, while tho mother worked out 
every day to earn a living as a wash­ 
erwoman.

Chaster Citizens Will

Night to Discuss Proposed 
Organization. 
Chief of Police George Win has been 
busily engaged for the past few days 
at tho task of notifying every man In 
Chester who Ir interested in toe wel­ 
fare of the town that there will be a 
mass meeting at the town hall on Fri­ 
day night. 
The meeting has for its 
object the furthering of the movement 
for a fire department In Chester. 
There are very few property own­ 
ers In the towrn that are not interest­ 
ed In having better fire protection and 
the consequent lowering of insurance 
rates. They feel that the only way to 
bring this about, now that the water 
system has been put In, is through the 
organization of a competent volunteer 
fire department. 
It will be remembered that the men 
interested in this project proceeded ac­ 
cording to law In the organization of 
a fire company several months ago. A 
sufficient 
number of names were ob­ 
tained. and the list was forwarded to 
he county clerk. 
That, 
official 
ap­ 
proved of the list and returned It 
to 
C hester. 
It was the intention at that 
time to form two departments, one at 
the upper end of the city and the other 
to be located in the F irst ward.

255,000 Acres to Be Bold at Auction 
In Minnesota. 
W ashington, May ll .—The commis- 
iio n er of the general land office has 
issued a proclam ation stating the con­ 
ditions under which the ceded lands 
of the Red l.ake indian reservation in 
M innesota will be disposed of as pro­ 
vided for in the act for the sale of 
these lands passed a t the last session 
of congress. 
The lands include 255,000 acres aud 
they are lo be disposed of under the 
term s of the hom estead law except 
th at the bogym an will be required to 
pay not less than $4 per acre and will 
not be required to show that he has 
exhausted his rig h ts under the law. 
The proclam ation fixes Monday, Juno 
12, for the beginning of 
the sale, 
which is to take place a t Thief River 
Falls, Minn. The sale will be by pub­ 
lic auction and the land will be dis­ 
posed of in tracts of 160 acres at not 
less than $4 per acre. 
The sale will 
begin at 9 o'clock each day. 
Sixty 
tracts will be offered the first an I 
second days aad 80 tracts on each 
succeeding day.
